Tube that woman held looked 
like a handgun, sheriff says

Before Bexar County sheriff’s 
deputies opened fire on suspect- 
ed car thief Amanda Lenee 
Jones and accidentally killed a 
6-year-old boy, a belligerent 
Jones had threatened them and 
was holding a dark, metal tube 


that looked like a handgun, 
Sheriff Javier Salazar said Fri- 
day. 

Offering new details about 
why four deputies opened fire 
Thursday on an unarmed sus- 
pect, Salazar said the woman 
was wielding an 8-inch-long 
tube.

Amanda Lenee Jones, 30, the woman killed by 
Bexar County sheriff’s deputies Thursday in a 
confrontation outside a mobile home that also 
killed a 6-year-old boy inside, had a lengthy crimi- 
nal history dating back more than a decade in at 
least three counties. 

The boy, Kameron Prescott, was a first-grader 
who had started his Christmas break from Wie- 
derstein Elementary School hours before Jones 
tried to force her way into the home, the last of 
several she attempted to enter, officials said. 

County authorities and family members con- 
firmed their identities Friday. Sheriff Javier Sala- 
zar said Jones threatened to shoot officers several 
times during a lengthy foot chase. Deputies who 
opened fire believed Jones had a gun during the 
final confrontation, but no weapon was found on

Jobless 
rate hits 
another 
record low 


Only 3.8% unemployed 
in Texas in November

The unemployment rate in Texas fell to its 
lowest level on record last month as the manufac- 
turing and service sectors continued to gain trac- 
tion and the state bounced back from Hurricane 
Harvey. 

The November jobless rate fell to 3.8 percent 
from 3.9 percent in October, the lowest since the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas started keeping 
records in January 1976, when the unemployment 
rate was 5.9 percent. The rate for the San Antonio 
metro area, which takes in New Braunfels, held 
steady at 3.8 percent. 

“Today’s announcement of our record low un- 
employment rate is further proof that the Texas 
model of low taxes and reasonable regulations is 
working better than ever,” Gov. Greg Abbott said 
in a news release. “This record of 3.8 percent is 
also a testament to our diverse and talented work- 
force that is attracting new businesses to the state 
every day and driving our booming economy.” 

The unemployment rate remained well below 
the long-term average of 6.0 percent and below 
the national average of 4.1 percent. The tight labor 
market is making it difficult for employers to find 
qualified workers and putting pressure on them 
to raise wages. 

“I think we're seeing wage pressures across 
many industries,” said Keith Phillips, assistant
